“On December 22, the following resolution by Mr. Davies 
was adopted by the commission: 

“That the commission prepare a statement and brief upon 
the facts which have been elicited by the investigation in so 
far as they appertain to violations of the Sherman Law, and 
be prepared to send the same, together with our recommenda- 
tions, to the Department of Justice not later than January 5, 
1917,’ 

“On January 4, 1917, a letter was addressed to the Attorney 
General, extending access to the commission’s files in connec 
tion with the paper investigation. 

“On January 6, 1917, the commission conferred with Hon. G 
Carroll Todd, Assistant to the Attorney General, and Hon 
Mark Hyman, Special Assistant to the Attorney General, and 
a plan for the co-operation of the Department of Justice and 
the commission was discussed. 


Evidence Given to Justice Department 


“The evidence having been analyzed and briefed was placed 
in the hands of the Department of Justice on January 11, 1917, 
whereupon that department inaugurated its proceedings, result- 
ing on April 13, 1917, in the indictment of certain news print 
paper manufacturers by a Federal Grand Jury in the Southern 
District of New York.

Trade Commission 

“On February 15, 1917, an arbitration agreement was entered 
into with several news print manufacturers, whereby it was 
agreed that the Federal Trade Commission should determine 
what was a fair and reasonable price for the sale of standard 
news print paper for the six months’ period beginning March 
1, 1917. The commission agreed to undertake the work, and 
on March 3, 1917, announced a basic price of $2.50 per ton 
for roll news. This arrangement would have saved millions 


of dollars to the publishers of the United States. 


Ask Legal Department to Prepare Complaint 


“These for the establishment of reasonable 


prices, which provided also for a discontinuance of all unfair 


negotiations 
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practices on the part of members of the News-Print Manu- 
facturers’ Association, were carried on during February and 
March, 1917, while the Department of Justice was proceeding 
with its case. The paper manufacturers showed a disposition 
to use these negotiations for the purpose of delay, and on April 
5, 1917, on motion of Commissioner Colver, the commission 
unanimously ordered: 

“*That a complaint be prepared by the Legal Department 
forthwith against the members of the Print-Paper Manufac- 
turers’ Association under which proceedings may be brought 
for the relief of the news print industry. 

“*And that such complaint be brought before the commission 
for further consideration and order.’ 

“Pending the preparation of the complaint under this action 
of the commission of April 5, 1917, indictments were found by 
the Federal Grand Jury for the Southern District of New York 
against a number of news print manufacturers, including four 
of those who had joined in the arbitration arrangement. Octo-

Important Question Raised

Apprehends Misunderstanding 


“The commission apprehends that there is some misunder- 
standing of its report as to violations of the Clayton Act in the 
matter of price discriminations. There are disparities in prices 
which not discriminations of an illegal character. The 
prices of individual manufacturers and jobbers were scrutinized 
by the commission with great care to determine whether or 
not there existed discriminations which might be considered 
a violation of section 2 of the Clayton ‘Act.

“Some of the larger newspapers of the country may be 
powerful enough to weather the conditions which have ob- 
tained during the past year for an additional year, or some 
of them may be powerful enough to secure advantageous posi- 
tions in the purchase of supplies, but it is of paramount im- 
portance that the great body of newspaper publishers of the 
country shall procure their supply of print paper at a fair 
price based upon cost and a fair and reasonable profit. Such 
a price will enable them to continue business and serve the 


public efficiently.” 


Sen. Smith Has Not Yet Called Hearings 


Senator Smith, of Arizona, chairman of the Senate Committee 
on Printing, has not yet availed himself of the privilege of calling 
upon either the publishers or the paper manufacturers to be heard 
on the paper question, which power was given him in a recent 
Senate resolution. Your correspondent is reliably informed that 
the Senator is awaiting the results of certain meetings and refer- 
endums that are being taken by different publishers’ associations 
to see how they “line up” on the recommendation of the Trade 
Commission. 

Incidentally Senator Smith did all that he could to have print pa- 
per inserted in the so-called Food Control Bill. He made the sug- 
gestion that “print paper and its products” should be added to the 
bill. This amendment was killed mainly by Senator Borah, who 
claimed that it was a mild form of censorship. He suggested that 
the papers of the country should not be compelled to come to the 
government for their supply of paper, suggesting that if some of 
them were not always in accord with the administration that they

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NEWS PRICE IN CANADA 
SHOWN TO BE JUSTIFIED 


At Continued Hearing at Ottawa Before Commissioner R. A. 
Pringle Evidence on Cost and Selling Price of Ground 
Wood and Sulphite Shows That, While Profits in Some 
Cases Were of Generous Proportions, Prices Asked Were 
Generally Not Unfair Under the Conditions—Commis- 


sioner Would Like to Know How Federal Trade Com- 
mission Reached Its Findings.

Ottawa, Ont., July 10.—The news print inquiry advanced an- 
other stage today when Commissioner Robert Pringle heard evi- 
dence on the cost and selling prices of sulphite and ground wood. 
Figures from the following mills were considered, and while in 
some cases the profits on both materials were of generous pro- 
portions, in most cases the prices were shown to have been justi- 
fied: J. R. Booth, the E. Eddy Company, Abitibi Pulp & Paper 
Company, St. Maurice Paper Company, Donnaconna Paper Com- 
pany, The Laurentide Company and the Belgo-Canadian Pulp & 
Paper Company. The sitting will likely last two days. Tomor- 
row morning the statement of Price Brothers and the Spanish 
River Pulp & Paper Company will be gone into. 

J. R. Booth’s Statement 

J. R. Booth’s statement showed a cost of producing sulphite of 
$56.04 per ton this year, compared with $38.30 last year. Ground- 
wood was being produced now at a cost of $22.54 a ton, compared 
with last year’s figure of $16.91. The E. B. Eddy Company said 
it was costing it $52.57 per ton for sulphite which it admitted 
putting in at $80 per ton in its statement on news print costs. 
It was costing this firm $21.22 to produce a ton of groundwood 
this year, witness stated. E. H. Smith, treasurer of the Abitibi 
Company, said the cost of sulphite per ton this year was $41.69, 
578 tons of which had been sold in the United States at $70.95 
a ton. In 1916, 976 tons of sulphite which cost to produce $33.65 
a ton had been sold at an average price of $101.26. The firm’s 
groundwood cost this year was $16.77 and the corresponding sell- 
ing price $31.24. 

A witness of the St. Maurice Company said sulphite cost the 
company $44.01 to produce. Most had been for the company’s 
own consumption, although some had been sold in the states at 
$90 per ton. The firm had sold groundwood in the United States 
for $42.05 a ton which had cost $17.51 a ton to produce. 


Donnaconna Company’s Figures 

G. M. McKee, Donnaconna Company, figured the cost of sul- 
phite at that plan this year at $42.63 a ton. Bound by 1916 con- 
tracts the company was selling it at a delivered price of from 
$44 to $48 in the states. He said the sulphite market was weaker 
now, price having dropped from the beginning of year from 
$100 to $70. 

M. Campbell, of the Laurentide Company, said sulphite cost 
$35.84 per ton in its plant last year and 23,718 tons were sold in 
the United States at $53.39. Groundwood costs this year were 
$20, and selling price $35. H. Biermans, of the Belgo-Canadian 
Company, said sulphite cost $37.75 per ton this year and that the 
selling price was $45.37. 

Curious About Federal Trade Findings 

Commissioner Pringle could not understand the difference in 
figures of manufacturers and those printed by the Federal Trade 
Commission of United States and said he would be glad to have 
them come to show how they reached their findings in regard to 
cost and selling price. 

At today’s inquiry he ordered one manufacturer to supply three 


newspapers in Ontario direct with news print at $2.50 per 100 Ibs. 
The manufacturer had previously declined. Mr. Pringle, com- 
menting on increased production of news print, said it would 
soon be 700 tons extra daily in Canada. 


Conserving Freight Equipment 


Thomas G. $miley, traffic manager and secretary of the New 
York Paper & Pulp Traffic Association, Watertown, N. Y., has 
sent the following letter which explains itself to Fairfax Harri- 
son, Chairman, Executive Committee, Special Committee on Na- 
tional Defense, Washington, D. C.: 

DEAR Sir: 

In the matter of conservation of equipment, shippers using the 
larger proportion thereof, need no spur to induce co-operation 
with carriers, and efforts are being made along such lines. Com- 
mercial necessities in respect thereto are of such character that 
over night changes in some instances mean disaster. 

“Carload” in many lines of business means a certain number of 
pounds, oftentimes adjusted to storage capacity and other local 
physical conditions, therefore the consignee is to a great extent 
responsible for the variation in minimums. The shipper is al- 
ways anxious to dispose of the greatest amount of his stock along 
the lines of the least resistance, and sometimes as an inducement 
to force the greater quantity away from the factory, the shipper 
pays the storage and sometimes the drayage on additional 
amounts. Many lines of business, however, do not permit such 
outlay. 

What is your opinion of the suggestion that the rate be so ad- 
justed that a proportionate decrease will be allowed for all weight 
loaded in excess of the minimum? I am quite certain the ma- 
jority of shippers would be willing to use the amount allowed for 
the purpose of helping to defray terminal expenses, thereby in- 
ducing a heavier load. 

Should the suggestion meet with favor it would be necessary 
that the carriers and shippers ask the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to sanction such a tariff provision.

Urge Publishers to Save News Print 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 10, 1917.—Necessity for organization, 
economy and co-operation among newspaper publishers was em- 
phasized tonight in the report of the Executive Committee of 
the National Editorial Association, which was presented by G., E. 
Hosmer, of Denver, chairman of the committee. 

His report dealt with the efforts of publishers to obtain print- 
paper at reasonable prices, and also touched on economies which 
should be practiced by publishers. 

“During the last year,” said Mr. Hosmer, “this committee has 
assumed the burden of attempting to protect the newspapermen, 
particularly those operating small establishments, from the greed 
of the Print Paper Trust. 

“Investigation by the Federal Trade Commission and by our 
committee has clearly shown that there has been only a slight 
increase in the cost of manufacturing print paper since 1915, and 
you all know the increase has been from 50 per cent. to 200 per 
cent. in the selling price. I am firmly of the opinion that but 
for the work that has been done by our organization and by the 
affiliated State and district organizations, we would now be pay- 
ing at least an average of 1 cent a pound more for paper than we 
are paying. 

“I would estimate that the work that has been done by this 
organization and by the various other press and editorial organi- 
zations of the country, has saved and will save the newspaper 
publishers during 1917 at least $25,000,000 over what they would 
have had to pay had the fight not been taken up by us a year

“There is one especially good reason why I believe it would be 
a mistake for the government to attempt price regulation of news 
print paper,” declared another manufacturer. “Just as soon as

Mr. Everest Makes Patriotic Speech 

LD. C. Everest, general manager of the mill of the Marathon 
Paper Mills Company at Rothschild, near Wausau, was the chief 
speaker at a big patriotic celebration in Wausau on the afternoon 
of July 4.

“It is our duty not alone to give our soldiers in this critical 
period, but to lend our money and resources in order to make it 
possible for the Allies to be able to continue to defend themselves. 
In the end liberty must of necessity win, but in order to defend 
her we must prepare to wage a war lasting anywhere from five 
to twenty years. There are many of the opinion now that the 
war will not end with the starvation of Germany, that if our 
enemies can meet their food problem until the next harvest, they 
will be able to do so for each successive year. There are also 
many who believe the war will not end on the western front or 
on the eastern front, nor that the submarine warfare will end it, 
but that the end will come from internal collapse. But in order 
that the conflict may come to the speediest possible close, we and 
each of us must make sacrifices at once, for the longer we are 
in getting into this war, the longer we will be in getting out of 
it,” said Mr. Everest in part. 

A company of national guard was partially organized at Sha- 
wano a couple of days ago. Nearly fifty men were enlisted, 
twenty-three of whom are employees of the plant of the Wolf 
River Paper & Fibre Company of Shawano. More from that 
company’s payroll are contemplating enlisting. When the boys are 
called out that company will be as hard hit, perhaps, as any in 
the industry in the State.

Estimated That by September the Output of Sulphite Pulp in 
Canada Will Have Been Increased to 1,100 Tons Per

MonTreEAL, Que., July 9, 1917.—All the 
point to something like a famine in pulp and paper during the 
coming fall and winter. It is true that the production of sulphite 
pulp will be considerably increased by that time, owing to the

indications steadily 


approaching completion of new plants and the extension of old 
ones, but that will by no means offset the fact that practically 
no pulp or paper is coming from Europe these days. It is 
estimated that by September the output of sulphite pulp in 
Canada will be increased to 1,100 tons per day, but the business 
now in sight absorbs practically all this amount. The increas- 
ing shortage of labor, and the serious shortage in pulpwood are 
likely to make themselves felt very shortly in a general advance 
in prices that will eclipse the records of the past year. That, 
at any rate, is the view of men who know the conditions in the 
woods and at the mills on the one hand, and the increased 
demand, with failure of European supplies, on the other. 

Although the Canadian newspapers have withdrawn from the 
news print inquiry owing to the decision of Commissioner Prin- 
gle not to inquire into the export business of Canadian news 
print mills, there is no sign that they intend to relax their 
pressure on the authorities to fix an arbitrary price for news 
print. It is the Toronto papers who are leading the campaign 
against the mills. Practcally all of them have had editorials 
during the past week breathing out threats, more or less veiled, 
against the news print manufacturers and the Government. Some 
have hinted that prosecutions will be undertaken against the 
news print manufacturers under the Combines Act, and others 
are urging that pressure be put on the party leaders “for such a 
general investigation of the whole question as will ensure that 
justice will be done.”

SOME OF HOLYOKE’S MILLS 


Riverside No. | and No. 3 Divisions of the American Writing

Hotyoxe, Mass., July 9, 1917—Because of lack of orders, the 
American Writing Paper Company found it necessary, during the 
past week, to suspend operations at two of its largest division 
mills. The plants affected by the shortage of orders are the River- 
side Nou. 1 and 3 divisions, and these will be closed for an indefi- 
nite period. Arthur C. Hastings, president of the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company, told the writer that the plants were shut down 
for lack of orders and when asked when operations would be re- 
sumed said, “We do not know. As soon as sufficient orders are 
booked we will of course open the plants again.” 

President Hastings also denied the reports that the Fisk Rubber 
Company of Chicopee Falls was negotiating for the purchase of 
these plants, and that the American Writing Paper Company was 
dismantling the buildings. This report, according to Mr. Hastings, 
is rumor pure and simple. 

The Riverside No. 1 and No. 3 mills adjoin each other and are 
located at Riverside. The No. 3 division mill was formerly the 
Powers Paper Company, which is now located in Brightwood.

Acquires Additional Property in Canada 


The National Blank Bock Company, one of the largest blank 
book manufacturing conceris in the world, has acquired additional 
property that will make possible expansion at the plant of the Do- 
minion Blank Pook Company, Ltd., at Berthierville, Canada.

Important Work Now Underway 


Considerable and important new work is now under way at the 
Dominion Blank Book Company, Ltd., which is located in the 
Sherbrook district, about sixty miles east of Montreal. George A. 
Savoy of the National Blank Book Company, who is also treasurer 
of the Canadian mill, is the directing force of this plant and in- 
formed the writer that the company has already installed much 
new machinery and made other improvements. The plant, when 
purchased by the National Blank Book Company, contained only 
such machinery as was necessary for the manufacture of school 
blanks, composition books and other products along this line. 
While these lines will be continued the National Blank Book Com- 
pany will also manufacture a line of blank books and other loose 
leaf devices such as the company now turns out at its local plant, 
and the necessary machinery and other equipment to allow the 
production of these goods is now being installed. A general re- 
arrangement of the interior of the plant will doubtless take place 


and by the end of the present year it is expected that employees 
now numbering 60 will be increased to 100. It is also the intention 
of the owners of this plant to erect a good sized addition to the 
plant in the not very remote future. 

The National Blank Book Company, besides doing a business in 
this country, also has a large trade in England. This trade also 
will be taken care of by the branch mill of the company in Ber- 
thierville, and in addition the company also will work on lines to 
build up a larger and substantial export trade in other countries.

W. W. Weaver, publisher of the Daily Sun, of Durham, N. C., 
told some plain truths about the news print situation at the 


convention of the North Carolina Press Association recently and 


caused the members to vote against a resolution introduced by 


the news print committee of the association endorsing the Owens 
bill for the Federal control of print paper mills. 
The proposal, Mr. Weaver said in his speech, is an appalling 


one. The paper mills, he said, already have a large amount of

fronted, is, to estimate the cost of materials that 


enter into the manufacture of paper. There is, for instance, the 


question of sulphite pulp. The news print manufacturer who 


has to buy sulphite pulp finds that he can only obtain it at a 
price which makes it absolutely impossible for him to use it in 
the manufacture of news print to be sold at 2% cents a pound. 
The news print manufacturer who makes his own sulphite is 
faced with the situation that if he were to sell his sulphite pulp 
in the open market he would actually make a higher profit than 


if he continued to manufacture it into news print. 
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Therefore, the question for Commissioner Pringle to answer 
is this—should sulphite that goes to news print manufacture be 
put down at market price or cost price? 

If the ruling is that it should be charged at the actual cost 


of production, then it means that the manufacturer is deliber- 


ately foregoing profit in order to benefit newspaper publishers. 


A ruling that sulphite should be estimated at the average 


cost of production would be most unfair to those news print 


mills that have to buy their supplies, while it would undoubtedly 


influence news print mills which make their own sulphite pulp to 
slow down on news print production and sell their sulphite un- 
manufactured.

ALUM.—The market in alum continues firm with a fairly 
strong demand for all varieties. Spot prices have remained at 
the same level as quoted last week although toward the latter por- 
tion of the week sales were reported at prices that had tendencies 
toward advancement.

BRIMSTONE.—The demand during the past week has been 
very active, but as the transportation situation has not changed to 
any great degree, consumers are experiencing the greatest diffi- 
culty in getting contract deliveries to point of destination.

CASEIN.—The demand of the coating mills for casein has ap- 
preciably declined in sympathy with the decreased demand for pa- 
per of all kinds.

ROSIN.—The explanation for the decline of low grade rosins 
hinges upon the question of supply and demand solely.

The fact that various steamers at different times have been 
withdrawn from the coastwise service makes it naturally difficult 
to obtain such amount of freight room as would be necessary to 
have a steady outlet from producing centers into consumers’ hands. 
This fact has induced the dealers in the South to buy more or less 
sparingly, the more so as the feeling is general that the time has 
not yet come for dealers to lay in stocks for use during the non- 
productive season.
